Minneapolis, Aug. 16—After a three- 
day unceasing hunt for 
the 
brutal 
slayer of 12-year-old Dorothy Aune po 
lice at noone today uncovered evidence 
which they promised soon would lead 
to the arrest of the m urderer. 
On a little frequented road near 
Hopkins, just outside of this city, po- 
lce at noon today uncovered evidence 
bile which contained a brown toupee, 
two gunnysacks, some twine and frag­ 
m ents of clothing which they said ex 
actly matched th at worn by the slain 
girl. 
Search imm ediately begun by 500 
oflicers for the owner of the car. 
The most recent discoveries gave 
added credence to beliefs held imme 
diately after the m utilated body of 
the child was found stuffed into gunny 
sacks Tuesday, th a t the fiend who ab­ 
ducted, attacked and 
strangled 
her 
was a middle-aged, bald-headed m an 
olten seen annoying young girls in 
the Aune neighborhood. 
This last im portant development of 
the case followed by less th an six 
hours the arrest of a dem ented dock 
hand at D uluth who confessed th at 
he was the slayer of Dorothy Aune 
but who later was learned to have no 
connection with the crime. 


Minneapolis, Aug. 16.—The ceaseless 
three-day hunt for the brutal slayer 
of 12-year-old Dorothy Aune still was 
w ithout definite results shortly after 
noon today as police 
continued 
to 
check on countless tips and rumors. 
Thousands of persons in the Twin 
Cities who have followed 
the 
case 
with avid interest since the school 
girl’s m utilated body was found stuf­ 
fed into gunnysacks on Tuesday were 
wildly excited, however, for a tim e by 
reports th at the slayer had been cap­ 
tured in Duluth and had made a con­ 
fession. 
The 
excitem ent 
suddenly 
waned 
when it was learned the fellow, Oscar 
Olson, 34-year-old dock hand, was ap ­ 
parently dem ented and his confession 
proven false. 
Attention then turned to accounts 
th a t a 22-year-old Minneapolis youth 
who disappeared from his office here 
on Monday had telephoned his wife 
th a t he “aw akened” this m orning at 
Breckenridge, Minn., about 200 miles 
away, after w hat he believed to be an 
attac k of amnesia. 
Police planned to 
question the youth upon his return. 
Meanwhile detectives checked the 
story of two women, Mrs. P eter Sjo 
stedt and Mrs. H. L. Scott, th a t they 
heard scream s em anating from a va­ 
cant lot near their duplex 
on 
the 
night Dorothy was slain. 
It was in this lot th a t D orothy’s red 
tam -o’-shanter was found late 
W ed­ 
nesday. 
Mrs. Sjostedt reported th at she was 
aw akened by the cries, apparently of 
a young girl and looked out of her 
window to see a m an drive quickly 
from the place in an automobile. B oth 
women agreed the tim e 
was 
ab out 
m idnight. 
N either wom an w’as able to give an 
accurate description of the motorist. 
H undreds of police 
continued 
to 
question suspects in the territory of 
the Aune home today. 
Out of the 
scores questioned thus far nine men 
were held for fu rth er examination.

Minneapolis, Minn., Aug. 16.—(U.R) — 
S trands of dark hair and two .skeins 
of cord wove a web of circum stantial 
evidence about a 31-year old cobbler 
today as he was questioned in connec­ 
tion with the death of Dorothy Aune, 
12-year-old school girl who 
was 
a t­ 
tacked, strangled and throw n into a 
street gutter. 
The cobbler who operates 
a 
shop 
just a block from the Aune home, was 
confronted by police with the hair, a 
freshly washed suit of underw ear, two 
rolls of cord and a distinctive 
auto­ 
mobile tire, all found, they said, in his 
shop or home. 
Police declared the hair was sim ilar 
to th a t found on the clothing of the 
m urdered girl; th at the 
underw ear, 
still damp, was found under a pile of 
rubbish in the cellar of the hom e; th a t 
the cord V a s like th a t used to bind 
the body of Dorothy in burlap sacks 
and the tread of the autom obile tire 
corresponded with a track n ear the 
bundle that contained the girl's body. 
W ith that evidence detectives ques­ 
tioned the cobbler all night but he 
denied he was the fiend who kidnaped 
the girl, attacked and strangled her, 
and then flung her trussed body into 
the gutter where it was found by ice 
men at dawn Wednesday. 
In course of quizzing the shoem aker 
was taken to the undertaking rooms 
w here Dorothy’s body lay. 
“Is that the girl you knew ?” a de­ 
tective queried. 
He quivered and said he “didn’t be­ 
lieve it was." 
“Would you recognize her with the 
cord around her neck?” came the next 
question 
‘ W h a t? ” he said, and didn’t answ er 
when the question was repeated. 
The shoem aker rem ained m ute as 
th e detectives continued 
their

H aving traversed Germany, Lithu­ 
ania, L atvia and the western portion 
of the Soviet Union, the mighty con­ 
queror of the A tlantic, now en route 
to Tokio on the second leg of her 
flight around the world, w as heading 
tow ard A siatic R ussia

circle today, speeding along at a fast 
pace in order to 
avoid 
threatening 
storm s. 
W hen last sighted 
th e 
G raf waa 
over Vologda, 275 m iles n o rth east of 
Moscow. 
She passed over th is n o rth ­ 
ern railw ay center a t 4:55 A. M. today 
(9:55 P. M. EST. T hursday). 
Soviet officials showed g re a t disap­ 
pointm ent w hen Dr. H ugo E ckener, 
com m ander of the dirigible, sent 
a 
m essage statin g it would be im possible 
for the G raf to fly over Moscow on 
account of the w eather. 
A ccording to the best available In­ 
form ation the G raf w as progressing 
tow ard Siberia a t a clip of b etter th a n 
60 m iles an hour, a pace w hich, no 
doubt, she would Im prove on as her 
terrific load of fuel grew lighter. B ut 
even so, Soviet aviation experts con­ 
sidered It rem arkable th a t a dirigible 
carrying such a heavy burden of fuel 
and other supplies w as progressing a t 
such a steady and even pace. 
At the present average speed the 
G raf was expected to cross th e U ral 
M ountains into Siberia som etim e to­ 
day. 
Dr. E ckener, It w as reported 
here, stated before leaving F riedrich- 
shufen, G erm any, he woud not decide 
at which point to cross the U rals un­ 
til he neared them and got som e fair 
Idea as to w eather conditions.

J u s t i c e is being retarded in several of the judicial districts 
of M innesota through congestion of civil and criminal calendars, 
according to the St. Paul Pioneer Press. Judges in at least two 
districts, the Seventh and Sixteenth, are unable to take vacations 
and yet, holding court almost continuously, cannot keep up with 
the flood of work that is swamping them. 
Such a situation is not only unfair to the judges but also in­ 
volves danger to the community. 
Hearing of cases is delayed. 
Valuable time and, in many cases, money is lost by the litigants. 
Witnesses disappear or their memories grow hazy and it becomes 
more difficult to determine the truth. Judges are forced to rush 
through their work, unable to give the time and thought to each 
case which it merits. 
In criminal cases the counties are put to the expense of main­ 
taining prisoners who sometimes are unjustly deprived of their 
liberty for long periods. 
Decreasing accuracy of evidence with 
the elapse of time occurs in these cases as in civil suits. 
The law' fixes the number of judges for the nineteen judicial 
districts of Minnesota at 50. An interim commission of the Legis­ 
lature is now' preparing to make a study of the problem. 
Some 
senators declare that a reapportionment of the districts will di­ 
vide the work equitably and make unnecessary the assignment of 
more judges. But if the investigation indicates that this will not 
adequately care for the situation, the commission should recom­ 
mend increasing the number. 
The cost of providing additional judges necessary to correct 
the present condition will be small compared with the saving to 
the state iii time and money and the advantages accruing from 
speedy justice.

STRIK IN G evidence that large-scale farming is subject to the 
in me vicissitudes and the same variations that are characteristic 
of agriculture generally is contained in a report on Large-Scale 
Farming issued by the Agricultural Service Department of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United States. 
In the first place the report discloses that large-scale farm­ 
ing is an established industry of considerable magnitude. In 11)2(5 
over 9,000 corporations engaged in farming filed income tax re­ 
ports. Their gross income exceeded $709,000,000. 
After analyzing the organization and operation of a group of 
seventy-four representative large farms, averaging I 1,087 acres in 
area, the Department concludes: 
“Taken as a group the large-scale farms have been no more, 
nor any less, successful than the average of the family-size farms. 
Furthermore, there are fully as great variations in efficiency 
among the large farms as has been found in numerous surveys of 
family farms. 
It appears, then, that mere incorporation or or­ 
ganization of farming enterprises on a large scale will not auto­ 
matically solve the problems of tin1 agricultural industry. 
In or­ 
der to secure greater net returns than are secured from the family 
type of farming large-scale farms must achieve an efficiency con­ 
siderably greater than the average of such farms now in opera­ 
tion.”
